ORDER 

New Delhi, the 16th January, 1997 

S. O. 44 (E), —Whereas section 36 of the Multi-State Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) hereinafter re- ? 
ferred as the said Act provide that no person shall be eligible to hold, at the same time, office of a President or chairman or vice 
president or vice-chairman on the board of more than one multi-State co-operative society ; 

And whereas the National Cooperative Union of India (hereinafter referred to as NCUI) had represented to the Central 
Government that Shri B, S, Vishwanathan, the President of NCUI had also been elected as Chairman of National Coopretative 
Bank of India (hereinafter referred to as NCBI) on the 3rd February, 1994 and that the NCUI promoted NCB1 which is still in its 
infancy and the President of NCUI is likely to play an active role in augmenting the share capital base of NCBI and obtaining 
licence from Reserve Bank of India for banking business ; 

And Whereas the request of the Governing Council of NCUI was considered and exemption from the application of 
section 36 of the said Act was granted to NCUI and NCBI for a period of one year from the date of election vide Notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Agriculture No. S. O. 72 (E) dated the 1st February, 1995 ; 

And whereas it has again been requested that the administrative office of the NCBI is being set up in Bombay in the 
Premises to be given by the Maharashtra State Co-operative Bank. Besides, a few prominent international cooperative banking 
institutions have expressed their keen desire to establish close collaboration with NCBI for the development of cooperative 
financing system and that the Reserve Bank of India is likely to take some more time for granting licence for handling business; 

And whereas for the aforementioned reasons, the Department of Agriculture and Co-operation has considered expedi¬ 
ent further to exempt the NCUI and NCBI beyond 3rd February 7 , 1996 up to 3rd February, 1998 from the' provisions of section 
36 of the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 99 of the said Act, the Central ■ 
Government hereby exempt the NCUI and NCBI from the provisions of section 36 of the said Act for a period of two years from 
3rd February, 1996 up to 3rd February, 1998.

NOTIFICATION 


New Delhi, the 16th January, 1997 

S. O. 45 (E),—Whereas Section 37 of the Multi-State Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) hereinafter 
referred to as the said Act provides that no person shall be eligible to hold the office of a President or chairman or vice-president 
or vice-chairman on the board of a Multi-State Co-operative Society, after he has held the office as aforesaid during two 
consecutive terms, whether full or part; 

And whereas the National Cooperative Union of India, New Delhi (hereinafter referred to as the society) has repre¬ 
sented to the Central Government that the continuation of Shri B. S. Vishwanathan, Chairman of the society for the third term' 
is necessary to make the society strong and self reliant apex body of Indian Cooperatives; 

And whereas the Central Government after careful consideration is satisfied that it will be expedient to exempt the said 
society from the provisions of section 37 of the Act pending request of NCUI for amendment of Multi-State Co-operative 
Societies Act to extend the term of management from three to five years and removal of restriction on holding of offices; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 99 of the said Act and for the reasons 
stated above the Central Government hereby, exempts the said society from the provisions of section 37 of the said Act for a 
period of two years from 30th March, 1996 up to 30th March, 1998.
